through the upper coasts, came Ephesus, 
and found certain disciples. And said them: Have 
you received the Holy Ghost since believed? But 
they said him: have not much heard 
whether there Holy Ghost” (xix. 1-2). 

St. Paul were put this question today some 
our poorly instructed Catholics, perhaps would re- 
ceive the same response which received from the 
Jews old; moreover, even those who have heard 
the Holy Ghost would probably have acknowledge 
that they know very little Him, least, not 
sufficiently think Him, and all that they owe Him. 
Perhaps even those among who profess teach 
others the doctrines and truths our holy religion 
should have admit that fail realize how essen- 
tial for every Christian possess knowledge and 
love the Holy Spirit. This may account for our fre- 
quent neglect devotion the Third Person the 
Blessed Trinity. The season Pentecost very 
opportune time for all reanimate our own fer- 
vor regard devotion the Holy Ghost, and 
increase our zeal for the spread this important de- 


Importance this Devotion for Teachers 


His last discourse His disciples the eve 
His Passion, Christ said them: have yet many 
things say you; but you cannot bear them now. 
But when He, the Spirit Truth, ‘is come, will 
teach you all truth. For shall not speak Him- 
self; but what things soever shall hear, shall 
and the things that are come, shall shew 
you” (John xvi. 12-13). these words the Holy 
Ghost was promised the Apostles and their succes- 
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sors, particularly order teach them all truth and 
preserve them from error. 

The Apostles and disciples were carry the work 
Christ, and teach all nations those things which 
they themselves had been taught their Divine Mas- 
ter. For this purpose they needed the assistance the 
Holy Spirit, evident from the words Christ, 
who knew that many His doctrines had either been 
forgotten had not been fully comprehended His 
disciples: the Paraclete, the Holy Ghost, whom 
the Father will send name, will teach you 
all things, and bring all things your mind, whatso- 
ever have said you” (John xiv. 26). was through 
the assistance the Holy Ghost that the Apostles suc- 
ceeded their labors for souls, and because 
the guidance this same Holy Spirit that the Church 
throughout the ages has been able sanctify and save 
souls. 

those who have been called continue the Mas- 
ter’s work the teaching profession, aiding the 
Church her God-given mission, Christ says, 
said His Apostles old: have chosen you and 
appointed you, that you should go, and bring forth 
fruit; and your fruit should remain” (John xv. 16). 
These fruits are the fruits sanctification and salva- 
tion; and since the Holy Spirit called the Sanctifier, 
Christian teachers should practice devotion Him, 
and implore His aid the work their own sanctifi- 
cation and that the children intrusted their care. 

acquire the qualifications that fit them for their 
noble profession, necessary that Catholic teachers 
and educators implore the Holy Spirit bestow upon 
them His sevenfold gifts. addition knowledge and 
understanding, the teacher needs wisdom, counsel, and 
fortitude. Without wisdom and counsel she will not 
able direct and guide the children the path 
virtue and righteousness; without fortitude she will 
not possess the strength and courage persevere her 
laborious and responsible work. Piety and fear the 
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Lord will help her lead sinless life, and thus draw 
down God’s blessing upon her labors.

“But many received Him, gave them power 
become the sons God” (John 12). 

Children should taught, first all, that they owe 
love and adoration the Holy Spirit, well 
God the Father and the Son; second, that they should 
cultivate special devotion the Holy Ghost; third, 
that they should grateful Him for His innumer- 
able graces; fourth, that they should frequently im- 
plore His sevenfold gifts; fifth, that they should in- 
voke His aid trials, temptations, difficulties, and 
doubts; sixth, that they should faithfully 
with His graces. order develop and foster any 
devotion, however, the teacher must first make known 
the object the devotion. careful study the Holy 
Ghost should, therefore, made, especially the up- 
per grades and the high school. 


the Holy Ghost? 


The Holy Ghost the Third Person the Blessed 
Trinity, true God with the the Son; 
having one and the same nature with the Father and 
the Son. not merely attribute God, some 
form impersonal Divine energy emanating from the 
Father and the Son, but distinct rational 
or, other words, distinct Person. 

The Holy Ghost Person the Godhead, and 
consequently possesses the same perfections the 
Father and the Son. When speak Him the 
Third Person, not imply that the Father and the 
Son have preéminence, for the Blessed Trinity, 
Person older, none greater, none more powerful, and 
none more perfect than the others. The Holy Ghost 
called the Third Person simply distinguish Him 
from the two Others. 

The First Person, from whom proceeds the Second, 
generation, called Father. The Second Person, 
who proceeds from the First knowledge genera- 
tion, called the Son. Our Savior says Himself: 
“From God proceeded and came” (John viii. 42). Ac- 
cording the Fathers, the words came” refer His 
coming the Incarnation; while the expression “from 
God proceeded” refers His eternal origin from the 
Father. This explanation interpretation confirmed 
St. Paul’s direct application Christ the words 
the Psalmist: “Thou art Son; this day have be- 
gotten Thee” (Ps. ii. 7). The Second Person called 
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the Logos, that is, the Word, something begotten 
intellectual process. But the Third Person proceeds 
from the Father and the Son process other than 
that generation; namely, spiration, and therefore 
called the Holy Spirit. The term “spirit,” which 
derived from the Latin spirare, breathe, used 
analogy, with the manner which breathe. Breath- 
ing expressive the attraction the will for some 
loved object. the property love attract the 
one loving toward the object loved. The Holy Ghost 
proceeds thus, act love, from the Father and 
the Son, and therefore frequently called The Spirit 
Love. 


Holy Ghost Equal Father and Son 


The Holy Spirit equal the Father and the 
Son, for consubstantial with the Father and the 
Son. The Holy Ghost called God, various parts 
Holy Scripture. “The Father, the Word, and the Holy 
Ghost; and these Three are one” (John 7). More- 
over the Scriptures often refer the Divine attributes 
the Holy Ghost; for example, Omni- 
presence, Omnipotence, Prophecy, Miracles, Remission 


Other Names Given the Holy Ghost 


The Holy Ghost has been given various names, both 
Scripture and the writings the Fathers. Among 
these various appellations find the following: 

The Divine Gift: the liturgy Ascension Day 
find the following quotation from the Psalms: 
cending high, led captivity captive; gave 
gifts men” (Eph. iv. 8). This the Greek version 
the Psalm. would perhaps more correct 
“He gave gift men.” The Greeks sometimes use the 
plural where use the singular. The Holy Fathers in- 
terpret this gift the Holy Spirit. St. Augustine says 
reference this passage: “Just body flesh 
only flesh, the gift the Holy Ghost only the 
Holy Ghost.” This Divine Gift has been infused into 
our hearts the infinite love God. 

The Giver Life: read Ezechiel: 
give you spirit and you shall live” (xxxvii. 6); and 
Christ one day said the Jews: “You will not come 
that you may have life” (John 40); and 
again: come that they may have life, and may 
have more abundantly” (John 10). What kind 
life did Christ come give us? His own Divine Life 
—the supernatural life the soul, which 
ferred when said Nicodemus: “Unless man 
born again water and the Holy Ghost, cannot 
enter the Kingdom God” (John iii. 5). our 
divine birth through the power the Holy Ghost 
possess the supernatural life the soul. 

The Spirit Truth: When the Lord promised 
send the Holy Ghost His Apostles, spoke Him 
the Spirit Truth: “When the Paraclete cometh. 
whom will send you from the Father, the Spirit 
Truth, who proceedeth from the Father, shall give 
testimony Me” (John xv. 26). And “when He, the 
Spirit Truth, come, will teach you all truth 
(John xvi. 13). because the Spirit Truth guide- 
and directs the Church Christ, that she infal- 
lible matters faith and morals. 

The Spirit God: first letter the Corinth- 
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ians, St. Paul reminds the faithful that they have been 
and sanctified not only the name Christ, 
also the name the Holy Ghost: “You are 
washed, you are sanctified, you are justified the 
our Lord Jesus Christ, and the Spirit our 
Cor. vi. 11). 

The Paraclete: Christ had been the consoler and 

omforter His Apostles their hours weariness, 

suffering, and desolation. Before returned 
His Father, promised them that they would not 
this consolation, for would send them 
ihe Holy Ghost: will ask the Father, and shall 
vive you another Paraclete” (John xiv. 16). The Holy 
has performed the office Paraclete the 
well individual souls, since His first 
coming Pentecost Day. the supreme and only 
real Comforter souls. 

The Sanctifier: St. Paul reminds the Thessalonians 
that the work their sanctification due the Holy 
Ghost when says: “But ought give thanks 
God always for you, brethren, beloved God, for that 
God hath chosen you first fruits unto salvation, sanc- 
tification the spirit, and faith the truth” (II 
Thess. ii. 12). Although the work sanctification 
common all three Divine Persons, nevertheless, 
work love, due the Holy Ghost, the Spirit 
Love, the Apostle says: are sanctified the 
Spirit our God” Cor. vi. 11). The Holy Ghost 
sanctifies His grace, makes pleasing God, 
and aids perform the works holiness and sanc- 
tity. 


The Visible Mission the Holy Ghost 


the term “mission” understand the sending 
agent, delegate, messenger. Thus Christ says 
the Holy Ghost: “If not, the Paraclete will not 
come you; but go, will send Him you” 
(John xvi. 7). The term “mission” can applied prop- 
erly only the Son and the Holy Ghost, and not 
the Father, because has origin, and proceeds 
from one; consequently only the Son and the Holy 
Spirit have either eternal temporal mission. 

distinguish between visible and invisible 
mission, according the Divine messenger manifests 
the Incarnation have visible mission its 
greatest possible perfection. invisible mission one 
that takes place within the soul, without any external 
signs, whenever grace infused into the soul. 

the visible mission the Holy Spirit our Lord 
the days His earthly career, St. John the Baptist 
testifies saw the Spirit coming down, dove from 
heaven, and remained upon Him” (John 32). This 
mission had been foretold the Prophet Isaias, when 
said: “The Spirit the Lord shall rest upon Him; 
the Spirit Wisdom and Understanding, the Spirit 
Counsel and Fortitude, the Spirit Knowledge and 
Godliness. And shall filled with ‘the Spirit the 
fear the Lord” (xi. 3). 

the New Testament the Holy Spirit appeared, 
have just said, the form dove, symbolizing 
the advent redemption and salvation with the com- 
ing Christ, just during the time the Deluge, the 
dove was used bring the message that the waters 
the flood had subsided. Again the Holy Spirit mani- 
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fested, according the words Christ Nicodemus, 
gentle breathing signifying the Spirit God. “The 
Spirit breatheth where will; and thou hearest His 
voice, but thou knowest not whence cometh, and 
whither goeth” (John iii. 8). And again mani- 
fested under the form fiery tongues, showing forth 
His manifold operations the Third Person the 
Blessed Trinity. 


The Coming the Holy Ghost 


Christ sent down the Holy Ghost upon His Church. 
Whitsunday, when the form fiery tongues 
descended upon the Apostles. The account His com- 
ing recorded the Acts the Apostles (ii. 1-18). 

The Holy Ghost appeared over the head each 
the Apostles the form fiery tongues. Fire warms 
and gives light. The Old Law was given Sinai, amid 
thunder and lightning; the New Law, under this form 
fire. the Old Law the Holy Ghost strengthened 
the Prophets fire, evident from the following 
Scripture text: “And one the seraphim flew me, 
and his hand was live coal, which had taken 
with the tongs off the altar. And touched mouth 
and said: Behold this hath touched thy lips, and thy 
iniquities shall taken away, and thy sin shall 
cleansed” (Isaias vi. 7). the Prophets the Old 
Law were strengthened fire, the Apostles were 
affected similar manner the Fire the Holy 
Spirit. They were promulgate the New Law, which 
was law fire; i.e., charity and zeal. 

Furthermore, fire purifies; for example, cleanses 
metals from their dross the Holy Ghost cleanses the 
soul from its imperfections. Fire gives light the Holy 
Spirit the light God showing the path that leads 
heaven. Fire gives heat and Holy 
Ghost animates the soul with true, practical charity. 

The tongues signified the miraculous gift speaking 
the divers tongues the nations whom the Apos- 
tles were preach the Gospel. Whitsunday, men 
every nation heard them speak their own tongues. 
the tongue enables distinguish between what 
bitter and what sweet, the Holy Ghost helps 
the soul distinguish between the value earthly 
things and things spiritual. need the Holy Spirit 
rule, govern, and sanctify our tongue: “It the part 
man prepare the soul, and the Lord govern 
the tongue” (Prov. xvi. 1). 

The apparition the Holy Ghost the form 
tongues implied general, the ministry the spoken 
word, and the duty preach. know from the Acts 
the Apostles that their preaching was done with 
power and success. therefore, that received his 
word, were and there were added that day 
about three thousand souls” (ii. 41). “But many 
them who had heard the word, believed; and the num- 
ber men was made five thousand” (iv. 4). 

Before the coming the Holy Ghost, the Apostles 
were timid, fearful men hiding behind locked doors, 
because their fear the Jews. They were ignorant 
fishermen with little education, save that which 
they had received from their Divine Master. They were 
full imperfections, and subject sin. After the de- 
scent the Holy Ghost, however, they felt themselves 
suddenly fortified the grace God, and glowing 
with holy zeal: they began once preach Christ 
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Crucified. They dispersed throughout the then known 
world, and few years founded large number 
churches. 

From this time the Holy Spirit has never left the 
Catholic Church, for Christ said: will ask the Fa- 
ther, and shall give you another Paraclete, that 
may abide with you forever, the Spirit Truth” (John 
xiv. 


The Invisible Mission the Holy Ghost 

The Holy Ghost was sent the Church that 
might govern and direct her invisible 
perpetually teach her, and make her infallible her 
teaching; and, general, that might distribute 
the Church the abundant graces that Christ has mer- 
ited for her. virtue the Holy Ghost, the Church: 

Teaches, read St. John: “But the Para- 
clete, the Holy Ghost, whom the Father will send 
name, will teach you all things, and bring all 
things your mind, whatsoever shall have said 
you” (xiv. 

Cleanses from sin and “Receive the 
Holy Ghost whose sins you shall forgive, they are for- 
given them” (John xx. 22, 

Guides and rules the faithful: “Take heed 
yourselves and the whole flock, wherein the Holy 
Ghost hath placed you bishops, rule the Church 
God” (Acts xx. 28). “For hath seemed good the 
Holy Ghost and us, lay further burden upon 
you” (Acts xv. 28). 

The invisible mission both the Son and the Holy 
Ghost something over and above the invisible pres- 
ence God the souls men His sustaining 
power. God may dwell soul, even the soul not 
the state sanctifying grace, the one known 
the one for example, the ancient philosophers 
unaided reason came knowledge God, but 
their souls were never regenerated baptism and con- 
sequently did not possess sanctifying grace. The in- 
visible mission the Divine Person consists their 
indwelling rational creature very special man- 
ner through sanctifying grace not only the one 
known the one knowing, but the one loved the 
one loving. 

The coming Divine Person into the soul actually 
effects living union that Divine Person with the 
soul. Holy Scripture repeatedly refers this wonderful 
union. Thus St. Paul says: “The charity God 
poured forth our hearts the Holy Ghost, who 
given us” (Rom. 5). Again says: you 
not that you are the temple God, and that the Spirit 
God dwelleth you?” Cor. iii. 16.) The presence 
Divine Person the human soul necessarily re- 
sults the soul’s participation the Divine life 
through knowledge and love. The invisible mission 
both the Son and the Holy Ghost, according theolo- 
gians, is, were, reflection, imitation, even 
continuation the communication the Divine life 
which characterizes the Divine Nature itself.” 

the invisible mission the Holy Ghost St. John 
says: “In this know that abide Him, and 
us, because has given His spirit” John 
iv. 13). And St. Paul tells us: have received not 
the spirit this world, but the Spirit that 
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Cor. ii. 12). The final object the invisible mission 
the Holy Ghost that the soul should 
attain the greatest possible union with the Divinity. 
The Holy Ghost communicated the soul the 
Pledge the infinite love which unites the Father and 
the Son, that the soul may finally come love God 
Infinite Love itself. The indwelling God the 
soul proper the Holy Spirit, since the Spirit 
Love, whereby are led love God return and 
become “like Him.” 


The Gifts the Holy Ghost 


The Holy Ghost becomes the principle supernat- 
ural life the soul conferring upon 
grace, which cleanses from sin, makes holy 
pleasing God, and enables live Divine life, 
were. 

Together with sanctifying grace, the Holy 
communicates the soul His sevenfold gifts, 
produce virtues called the fruits the 
Ghost. These special gifts are the following: 

The Gift Wisdom, which illumines 
sider earnestly everything that concerns God and our 
eternal salvation. receive the gift Wisdom 
give relish for the things God and direct our 
whole life and all our actions His honor and glory. 
Wisdom makes live for God alone, makes love 
suffering, because brings nearer God. 

The Gift Understanding, means which 
discern revealed truths, which the sensual man can- 
not comprehend. Through this gift perceive that 
Divine Providence rules and directs all the occurrences 
this world, realize our high and noble destiny. 
and recognize the means that will help attain it. 
Furthermore, are made aware the heinousness 
sin and evil, which may cause our eternal ruin. 

The Gift Counsel, which makes prudent 
and discreet, not with worldly prudence and discre- 
tion, but with heavenly prudence which induces 
pause and ask light and help from God before un- 
dertake anything consequence. receive the 
Counsel warn the deceits the devil, and 
the dangers which threaten our salvation. pos- 
sess this gift, shall also able counsel others 
their doubts and perplexities, and shall never 
hasty rash our decisions. 

IV. The Gift Fortitude, which enables resist 
temptation, struggle bravely against the threefold 
concupiscence the world, and rise courageously, 
have fallen. will and good all times 
means practice constant self-denial. the gift 
Fortitude that gives the strength and courage, and 
perseverance overcome our sensual desires, deny 
and mortify ourselves, and execute our good resolu- 
tions, matter with what difficulties may meet. 
This virtue enabled the martyrs suffer the most 
cruel torments, and even death itself for the sake 
Christ. 

The Gift Knowledge, which enables know 
and see God all things. Everything nature 
should lead think God and raise our hearts 
Him. this gift receive the ability employ 
everything that meet with this world for the 
vation our souls. This gift true Knowledge does 
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not tend fill with pride, but rather develops with- 
the spirit humility, since helps realize 
our own nothingness. 

VI. The Gift Piety, which fills the soul with 
loyal and childlike devotedness toward God. St. Paul 
says: “God sent His Son that might receive the 
adoption sons; and because you are sons, God hath 
sent the spirit His Son into your hearts, crying: 
Abba, Father” (Gal. iv. 6). The virtue Piety 
consists this, that find all times holy joy 
intercourse with God, humble prayer, and that 
desire all things please Him. 

The Gift the Fear the Lord, which fills 
with dread sin. There servile and childlike 
fear. The former trembles before God’s judgments and 
the latter consists tender, reveren- 
tial fear, and holy awe doing anything offend 
Him, because love Him and not wish lose His 
love and friendship. fear the Lord,” David 
says, “is the beginning (Ps. cx. 9). 


The Fruits the Holy Ghost 


The sanctification souls attributed the Holy 
Ghost. sanctifies means the supernatural 
grace which infuses into our souls through the sac- 
raments. true, the work sanctification com- 
mon the three Divine Persons. Christ sanctifies us, 
inasmuch has merited and prepared for the 
grace which makes pleasing God. But the Holy 
Ghost said sanctify the soul especial man- 
ner, since through the merits Christ cleanses 
from sin, and makes pleasing God. 

His sevenfold gifts that the Holy Spirit 
moves the soul practice virtues, and these virtues are 
called the Fruits the Holy Ghost. The just soul, be- 
ing united our Lord the Holy Ghost, the 
branch united the vine, produces these virtues, 
good tree produces good fruit. These fruits are chiefly 
twelve, enumerated St. Paul —charity, joy, 
peace, patience, benignity, goodness, longanimity, 
mildness, fidelity, modesty, continency, chastity. 


Our Duties Toward the Holy Ghost 


Holy Writ says: “If any man violate the temple 
God, him shall God destroy; for the temple God 
holy, which you are” Cor. iii. 17). These words 
St. Paul imply that have certain duties toward the 
Holy Spirit, the Sanctifier our souls, desire 
participate His gifts, and desire persevere His 
grace. The chief among these duties are the following: 

must worship Him worship the Father 
and the Son, since one and the same God with 
Them. 

must keep our hearts free from sin, especially 
from mortal sin, which banishes Him from our soul; 
from venial sin also, because obstacle the 
full operation His grace within us. 

should pray frequently for the gifts the 
Holy Spirit, remembering the words our Lord: “God 
will give His Good Spirit all who ask Him for it.” 

should invoke His light and help before our 
principal actions, and especially when are prepar- 
ing receive the sacraments. 

must docile His inspirations, and must 


must respect our body and keep pure, since 
the temple the Holy Spirit. 

the Holy Ghost once animated the Apostles an- 
nounce the doctrines Christ the world, in- 
flames our hearts live according these doctrines, 
and our duty faithful doing so. The Holy 
Ghost uplifts that which heavenly and eternal, 
while the spirit the world draws toward that 
which earthly and transitory. must close our 
hearts the suggestions the world and strive 
obey the inspirations the Holy Ghost.

HERE comes time, after experimentation 

design, when results teaching should tested 

tryout which some appreciable measure, 
should reveal student and teacher what the effort ex- 
pended has left permanent educational good. This 
article will take the nature such investigation. 

Any experiment design accompanied two- 
sided development the one, the ability ex- 
ecute; the other, the power choose, select, abstract. 
This latter phase may termed the power judge 
and appreciate.

among others. 

Among those who teach design there are those, com- 
paratively few number, perhaps, who hold that stu- 
dents junior-high-school age have very little interest 
the abstract theory the subject.

say nothing the mental and moral injury such exhibi- 
tions are apt produce fostering vanity and love display, 
nor the physical evils attendant upon the consequent ex- 
citement, late hours, etc., the effects the voice itself and 
the child’s possible future singer are sufficiently de- 
plorable justify note warning from the voice trainer’s 
point view. children were taught those who under- 
stand the voice, and who could check and remedy the faults 
most apt committed, these ill effects could reduced 
minimum entirely prevented; but, unfortunately, those 
who train children such times generally promote and even 
occasion faults which ruin the voice and not infrequently lay 
the foundation future ill health. 

who child was noted for her remarkably beautiful voice 
and was much sought after for exhibition purposes. From the 
power and range her voice child glowing future was 
predicted for her, and doubtless she would have realized the 
hopes her friends had they been judicious enough refuse 
her assistance these occasions. Unfortunately, she was 
allowed strain her voice singing halls large enough 
test the power experienced artists, with the result its 
entire loss the age sixteen. 

all the delicate instruments capable beautiful work, 
the voice the child the most delicate. rightly trained 
and properly used, there nothing more enchanting; care- 
lessly handled, lifelong injury the result. The mature voice 
needs care, but what call care for the mature voice would 
not all answer the treatment the child voice. The ques- 
tion then arises, exercise this extreme care? treat 
the child fairly when allow him sing pleases, 
sing manner ruinous his voice? Oh, were only 
careful use the proper method each day practice, tones 
velvet quality would the result, keen appreciation 
the beautiful the art music would arrived at, more 
robust physical condition would acquired. The importance 
using the voice correctly does not seem suggest itself 
teachers, and the grave consequences following its incor- 
rect use are not thought sufficiently. Every teacher should 
made realize that the harsh tone physically hurtful 
the child, and that for physiological reasons the voice 
the child should used softly and gently. 

The forcing the child voice and wrong methods used 
its training brings with train evils beyond the power 
words describe. check should placed this 
for child produce full and sonorous tones would 
load down with heavy weights and expect walk with 
ease. Many who would regard the latter act cruelty 
will listen with complacency child straining every nerve 
fill large room with voice that from its nature not 
intended for such use. 

This should not understood condemning all training 
the child voice; far from it. said first, only 
protest against its abuse ignorant and irresponsible teachers 
forcing work for which entirely unfitted. The 
normal child voice light and high, devoid the deeper 
coloring and feeling the adult voice; yet, notwithstanding 
this lack, possessing peculiarly touching charm its own 
its soft clear tones, unclouded the knowledge the 
pain and trouble the life just hand. general thing, 
teachers not appreciate this charm, but their best 


parents guardians young children realize the 
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destroy their mad quest for power. How often 
hear them say: “Children sing out,” with the result fresh 
series hoarse and distorted tones from the already over- 
forced throats. 

Even choirs boys, trained they are musicians, 
how often the ear offended the strident voices the 
sopranos and the blatant chest tones the altos. Experience 
shows that this means necessary. One the most 
successful trainers boy choirs the country told that 
had difficulty securing the highest and most musical 
tones from his boys, because never allowed them scream. 
they were naturally light quality, was obliged have 
larger number than most choirmasters required, but his 
practice was certainly borne out the effect produced, 
which was contrast the majority boy choirs, thor- 
oughly musical one. 

The instruction children regards the voice should 
almost entirely negative; that is, they not require teach- 
ing what much what not do. They may 
trusted form their tones they please they not sing 
too loudly nor with undue effort. these conditions can- 
not secured, they should not allowed sing all. 
Nothing more painful than hear child struggle fill 
large hall with voice crippled from attempt wrest 
from nature what not there. way can find com- 
pensation for such exhibition. The mind receives pleas- 
ure, there can intellectual grasp the subject, while 
the ear tortured shrill and distorted sounds, which 
awaken natural anxiety for the child’s future welfare. 
healthy child possessed good ear the most natural singer 
the world, because the most unconscious. only when 
tampered with those who should know better that disas- 
trous results will follow. 

our schools principally that the life death the 
child voice rests. true that the distant past there was 
much regret when the methods vogue became known. 
Even today there much criticize method and much 
improve material. But there healthy growth and though 
are only beginning, were, see the great possibilities 
the child voice, great deal has been accomplished. There 
divergency opinion the manner training the child 
voice, but the same principles underlying are held all. 
Some advocate more than one register, some hold different 
views the treatment the voice during mutation, but 
all agree that the thin register the natural register, that 
children should always use their voices gently and softly, and 
that thus beautiful tone will result. Every teacher should 
make study the art beautifying and preserving the 
child voice and getting the best results possible out 
the training. for other reason than make more solemn 
and more beautiful the singing the praises the All-High 
God the church, this should done.

Here are some suggestions for making May real month 
Mary. The projects described have been carried out several 
times the writer’s pupils grades ranging from the sev- 
enth through the tenth. While conditions necessarily varied, 
the results were always most gratifying, and there reason 
why the projects could not adapted either lower 
higher grades. 

The work included: (1) discussing and selecting spiritual 
practices for both class and individual exercise; (2) designing 
and erecting beautiful shrine; (3) arranging for its decora- 
tion and care throughout the month; (4) making simple deco- 
rative wall cards for reminders Mary, home; (5) research 
work followed oral and written reports topics related 
Mary; (6) planning, developing, and executing program for 
the last school day May; (7) making souvenirs the clos- 
ing exercises. 

All the activities were directed toward the closing pro- 
gram, the most inspiring feature which was solemn con- 
secration the class Our Lady and most impressive 
crowning with wreath symbolizing the acts piety and other 
virtues performed Mary’s honor during the month. Once 
were able make the crown wire-strung opalescent beads 
wrought into simple design. The acts were termed 
virtue”; this, probably account its novelty, appealed 
the children’s imagination more than the idea 
virtue” symbolized the floral crown. The children kept 
track their Holy Communions and other acts piety and 
virtue, every evening calculating them home, and the next 
morning when the “virtue (this will described later) 
was passed, they dropped the report into container passed 
the same time. course, names were withheld.

The next day special time was given for individual resolu- 
tions, and the children were told bring letter paper and en- 
velopes for letter Our Lady written the next day 
English class. The children discussed the nature the items 
they thought suitable for such letter, and outline was 
agreed upon, though following was optional. This outline in- 
cluded addresses affection, expression gratitude for past 
favors, offering the chosen resolutions, and asking special 
favors for themselves and others. long list suggestions 
given here showed the beautiful generosity youthful hearts. 

After the letters were written, they were immediately sealed 
and wrapped neat package covered with white tissue and 
tied with blue ribbon. All month this package was kept full 
view Our Lady’s feet, silently reminding her young clients 
their compact with her. 

The class practices (only two) were chosen from this list:

Project II. Making May Altar 

This project was begun late April. The first step consisted 
studying pictures catalogs for suggestions. Then drawings 
the plans for our May altar were made. The woodwork was 
done the boys the school. Part this was open lat- 
tice work, which the girls wound with blue and white crépe 
paper. 

Our May altar consisted, essentially, balduchin can- 
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opy over the little which the statue Our Lady 
was placed. This little altar may placed upon ordinary 
kitchen study table draped with paper cloth. But small 
altar table, similar those the side altars the church, 
may made rough lumber, and covered the floor with 
cloth paper. 


Project III. Care the Altar 

the last school day April the class was divided into 
four groups each which chose chairman who was as- 
sign the duties and the days service the others the 
group. Each group held meeting after school the Friday 
preceding its week duty, arrange for the provision 
candlesticks, lights, vases, and flowers, and have the charges 
assigned. Many the articles were only lent, though some 
permanent gifts were received. 

Although there was great rivalry for excellence, mere exter- 
nal show was not the main object, for very often members 
other groups secretly gave flowers small contributions. 
these were discovered, the group charge generously gave 
credit for the gift. 


Project IV. Wall Cards for Home Use 

The wall cards were simple but pretty little affairs. The 
cardboard tablet was neatly covered with piece white 
drawing paper, cut inch larger all around, turned back over 
the edges, and pasted down. Next, cut from light blue paper 
(we used blotters) rectangle inch narrower and shorter 
than the tablet back. From the center this blue rectangle 
was cut out rectangle inches wide and inches long. 
The blue frame resulting, was pasted the and 
the center the mount was pasted one the little oval pic- 
tures cut out from the cover Ave Maria. the little 
ornamental border the picture because this was better 
proportion the size the mount. Next. oblong heavy 
white drawing paper 134 inches wide and inch shorter than 
the width the mount. was pasted blue oblong that 
there was margin all around. the white oblong 
each one printed his favorite aspiration, wrote vertical 
writing. This mounted aspiration was attached pendant 
the mounted picture half-inch strips blue white paper. 
and the whole was hung with Dennison hanger. Ribbon 
neatly punched hole would answer for hanger. 


Project Oral and Written Compositions 


Before beginning this work, the children were told that the 
best results would used program for the close May.

After this all rise and remain standing, facing the statue 
while the one who crown Our Lady, steps with the at- 
tendant holding the crown fancy cushion, silver plate, 
prettily decorated cardboard and recites the crowning ad- 
dress (or poem suited the occasion). the end the 
recitation the attendant presents the crown, and all the others 
reverently watch being placed position. touches Our 
Lady’s brow, they all begin the crowning song. This usually 
“Bring Flowers the Rarest,” though few times have 
had original words the music “Holy Queen, Bend 
before Thee 

When the program was “Through the Year with Mary,” 
there were twelve one for each month, and 
the pupils took one feast each. The transitions were made 
the leader each group claiming that his month had the 
most beautiful feast. Most attention was paid the spiritual 
significance each feast, though the origin was given, when 
possible find it.

Project VII. Surprise Souvenir 


This feature was suprise all except few girls, who 
were skillful handicraft; they made souvenir booklets which 
were distributed the end the program. Covers for the 
booklet were made combination blue and white paper 
with title the program printed blue paint; for example, 
Famous Shrines Our Lady May, 1936. The 
program was hand-printed white letter paper forming the 
inside the booklet. The cover and booklet was fastened with 
blue and white silk floss.

Nature Study Suggestions 
Sister Corita, C.S.C. 


study learning those things nature that are 
best worth knowing, the end doing those things that 
make life most worth living.”

The teacher nature study should teach the children 
interpret nature for themselves, start them line 
work that they can follow individually, furnish them 
with abundance happy, healthful outdoor recreation for 
out-of-school hours, and for leisure throughout life. Through 
love and appreciation the beautiful, they are led pro- 
tect the birds and wild flowers. 

the upper grades, from the study noxious insects and 
plant disease, children will get first-hand knowledge how 
germs spread disease, and that cleanliness, isolation, and fumi- 
gation will far toward stamping out sickness and suffering. 

Scientific teaching the relation birds plant life will 
much stop the wanton destruction our songsters and 
other birds beneficial the farmer. 

The study birds has its charms for people all ages, 
and few months devoted this subject leaves the children 
with desire and learn more the years by. 

Colored pictures and leaflets should not allowed take 
the place the study birds out doors. study the 
legs and feet will help the children learn much the habits 
birds. The following method classification simple 
enough for children make for themselves: 

Seizers birds prey, vultures, hawks, owls, etc. 
Perchers includes vast majority small birds. 
Climbers parrots, woodpeckers, etc. 

Scratchers fowls, game birds. 
Runners ostrich, emu. 

Waders heron, crane. 

Swimmers geese, ducks.

Comparing Feet 
Seizers: this group the legs are strong, the toes are 
furnished with strong, curved, and sharply pointed claws, es- 
pecially adapted for the capture living prey consider- 


able size. The members this group have four toes, three 
before and one behind, but the owls can place the outer toe 
the three either front behind. 

Perchers: These birds, for the most part, spend the 
greater part their time the branches trees which 
they perch. Their toes are usually three front and one be- 
hind; the claws are sharp, long, and slender, and sufficient 
strength hold the bird firmly the perch. 

Climbers: Birds this group have two toes front 
and two behind. This enables them climb the perpen- 
dicular tree trunk. Parrots climb clasping small branches. 
Woodpeckers run over the tree trunk inserting their strong, 
sharp claws into any irregularities the surface. 

Scratchers: Legs scratchers are strong; the toes are 
short and thick. The claws are stout and strong, and fit for 
scratching over the surface the ground for food. 

Runners: These birds depend entirely upon their legs 
for locomotion, their legs are long, stout, and strong. They 
never perch, therefore, few toes are required. The ostrich has 
two toes and the emu has three, and they all point forward. 

Waders Stilt-Walkers: They wade the water after 
their food, hence their legs are very long. Long-legged birds 
seek their food shallow water, while web-footed birds get 
their food water too deep for wading. 

Swimmers: The feet are webbed, the legs stout and 
strong and placed far back the body, making the bird very 
awkward land. 

Compare the structure the legs and wings bird with 
its food habits. bird that spends most its life the wing 
chasing fish insects will generally have very long wings and 
very short legs. bird does not get its food afoot, must 
get the wing, else spend all its time the water 
hunting food. Long-legged birds that have very good wings, 
use their wings chiefly for safety, and depend upon their legs 

study bills relation food habits will prove most 
interesting. Pages 107 The Bird Book, Eckstorm, 
contain diagrams both bills and feet birds and accounts 
their adaptation food habits.

Pigeons 


There are many varieties pigeons. One kind, the homing. 
raised for flying races and carrying messages, and always 
goes back home. Others are raised for eating and some are 
only raised for pets. 

Two the most common the eating varieties are the 
runt and carneau. Unlike every other the runt pigeon 
the largest its kind. There are almost all the pigeon 
colors among them but the most common colors are dark 
blue and pure white. The carneau not large the 
but because takes such good care its babies raised 
large numbers. The usual colors are red and pale yellow. 

Among the pigeons raised for pets are the tumbler and the 
pouter. When the tumbler tries fly, tumbles over the 
air. The pouter can puff the front his breast until 
looks like toy balloon. 

Pigeons live pairs and build their nests coarse 
straw, pine needles which they carry their mouths and 
pile that will hold the eggs. When the nest made 
the mother bird two eggs and begins sit them. 
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The father always helps the mother bird with the work. 
Every morning about ten o’clock comes the nest and 
tells her that will take care the eggs while she gets her 
breakfast and takes rest. four o’clock she comes back 
and sits the eggs all night until ten o’clock the next morn- 
ing. When the babies hatch, the father helps feed them. 

When the babies are about two weeks old they build an- 
other nest close and begin sitting the new eggs. The 
father and mother birds are then very busy taking care the 
two nests the same time. 

Pigeons live grain. When time feed the squabs, 
the parent swallows the grain and takes drink water. 
then puts the baby’s bill inside its own, and pumps the food 
from its own crop into the baby’s mouth. 

Baby pigeons are called and when they are about 
four weeks old they are almost large the old birds and 
then they have learn eat the grain themselves. 

Pigeons are very clean birds. They like take bath 
every day, then fluff their feathers and lie out the sun 
dry. They not sing but say coo-coo nearly all day. 


Flowers 

not hoe the soil too deeply when cultivating, many 
plants are shallow rooted. Cut off flower heads when bloom 
fades, unless saving seeds. Continuously flowering plants, such 
the coreopsis, should have their flowers picked clean 
order have them flower right along.

Left 
bloom undisturbed they will spread their beauty over many 
weeks, even months, and will alive and sturdy repeat 
their free flower show next season.

Flowering Bulbs 
Most bulbs like rich food, and their proper development 
and beauty depend upon the amount nutriment their roots 
consume. Liberal applications manure water produce ex- 
cellent results. 
bulbs are potted, plant that their tops just ap- 

pear the surface. encourage root development. keep 
pots dark place for two three weeks. When the pot 
filled with roots, bring into the warmth and light, and the 
bulb will soon flower. 
Single hyacinths and some other bulbs grow well glasses. 
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Place the bulb that its base just touches the water. Set the 
jar dark but airy place till the roots have developed. 
small piece charcoal will help keep the water pure, 
though complete change water occasionally also nec- 
essary. little nitrate soda saltpeter will hasten the 
growth. 

soon the bloom fades, cut off and remove the plants 
from water jars flowerpots sunny garden beds. The 
leaves will continue function, storing food the bulb 
for next season’s growth. early summer, when foliage has 
died down, remove bulb from the soil, dry thoroughly and 
store box sand until fall.

practical solution the difficult problem giving religious 
instruction and character training the children parish with- 
out parochial school has been worked out Rev. Dar- 
nieder Cedarburg, Wisconsin. Realizing that practically im- 
possible for the pastor carry this work without assistance, 
Father Darnieder has secured the services three Sisters from 
the motherhouse the Sisters the Sorrowful Mother, located 
near Milwaukee. 

Children grade-school age are grouped three classes with 
Sister charge each. The first class contains grades one 
three, the second, grades four six, and the third, seven and 
eight. These classes assemble for catechism and Bible history 
Saturday mornings, after the eight o’clock Mass (which the chil- 
dren attend), throughout the school year. The Sister questions the 
children the subject matter assigned lesson, making neces- 
sary explanations and leading discussion the lesson. The 
pastor visits each class, examining few the children, encourag- 
ing the bright ones and the slow ones with remarks appropriate 
the individuals, and giving brief instruction the assigned 
lesson. 

Regular report cards are distributed the first Saturday 
each month. These cards contain mark oral and written 
test catechism and Bible history, days absent, times tardy, 
attendance Mass, cleanliness, courtesy, obedience, interest, effort, 
self-control, and conduct. The parents are required sign the 
card and send back the following Saturday. 

Classwork completed eleven o’clock, after which the Sisters 
conduct practice singing. Father Darnieder hopes thus train 
sufficient number young people liturgical music permit 
him introduce regular congregational singing.
